ANSWERS CRITICISM 
AS TO SLOWNESS 


**All Humanly Possible Has 
Been Done,” He Says, 
Laying Delay to Bad 
Weather Conditions. 


By the Associated Press. 

PROVINCETOWN, Mass., Dec. 
24—The work of salvaging the 
submarine S-4, sunk a week ago 
today, is to go on. This was the 
order given by Curtis D. Wilbur, 
Secretary of the Navy, after a con- 
ference with officers of the sal- 
Waging fleet aboard the mine- 
sweeper Falcon today. 

“We will continue with the sal- 
vaging work,” Secretary Wilbur 
said, “with the idea of getting the 
ship up as soon as possible. Of 
course, we will be governed by the 
weather conditions and all deci- 
sions are only tentative.” 

The Secretary added that he had 
“the utmost confidence in the 


men on the Falcon, headquarters 
ship of the salvaging fleet which 
is under the direction of Rear Ad- 
miral Frank H. Brumby. He point- 
ed out that many of the officers 
and men now here had practical 
experience in such work as a re- 
sult of having worked on the rais- 
ing of the submarine S-51, sunk 
off Block Island in 1926. 

Admiral Charles F. Hughes, 
Chief of Naval Operations, who 
came here with Secretary Wilbur, 
was present at the conference on 
the Falcon. Others who participat- 
ed were Rear Admiral Brumby, 
Captain Ernest A. King, Lieuten- 
ant-Commander Edward Ellsberg 
and Commander Harold E. Saun- 
ders, naval constructor of the 
Portsmouth Navy Yard. 

Conference Lasts Two Hours. 

The conference lasted two hours. 
Soon after Secretary Wilbur and 
Admiral Hughes had left the Fal- 
con, they boarded the destroyer 
Mahan and left for Boston. 

No work was done by the fleet 
today. Officers said that in the 
prevailing 45-mile northwe: wind 
and high seas diving voperations 
were impossible. They predicted 
that favorable conditions would not 
return for severa] days at least. 

Some of the officers appeared 
surprised by Secretary Wilbur’s de- 
cision to continue the work. So 
confident had they been that fur- 
ther operations would be  post- 
poned until spring that a few of 
them had made preparations to 
leave at once. 

Secretary Wilbur and Admiral 
Hughes, who left Washington last 
night, traveled by train to Provi- 
dence and from there came to 
Provincetown by automobiles, ar- 
riving at 10:50 a, m. With them 
was Mr. M. L. Stevens of Provi- 
dence, mother of Joseph L. Stevens, 
one of the men imprisoned in the 
topedo room of the 8-4. 

Mrs. Stevens had waited all night 
in the railroad station at Provi- 
dence and greeted the two officials 
as they stepped from the _ train. 
She asked Secretary Wilbur to take 
her to Provincetown and he con- 
sented. 

Plainly suffering from nervous 
strain and lack of sleep, Mrs, Stev- 
ens, while commenting on the 
courtesy of Secretary Wilbur and 
Admiral Hu :hes, declared that “the 
Navy cares nothing for life,” and 
that the Navy “has no right to send 
down submarines if they have no 
means of raising them.” 

Mrs. Stevens did not go out to 
the salvaging fleet. She drove back 
to Providence this afternoon.

of 250 miles and a stretch of 150 
miles over water from Nova Scotia 
to Newfoundland. 

It was freezing weather and, the 
Weather Bureau thinks there may 
have been some rain or snow.

At the take-off, the Dawn 
weighed 10,000 pounds, The wings 
were coated with glycerine to pre- 
vent the freezing of fog.

BOMB INIURES 19 
IN AMERICAN BANK 


Explosion at National City 
of New York Branch 
Wrecks Interior of Four- 
Story Building. 


By ne Associated Press. 

BUENOS AIRES, Dec. 24.—Nine- 
teen persons were injured in two 
terrorist bomb explosions. that 
wrought havoc in two branches of 
United States banks here today. 
All the casualties occurred in the 
Buenos Aires branch of the Na- 
tional City Bank of New York, 
shortly before noon. A clock 
stopped by the explosion gave 
11:54 as the exact time. 

Shortly afterward another bomb 
exploded at the Argentine branch 
of the First National Bank of 
Boston, about three blocks away, 


without serious damage. These are 
the only American banks in Buenos 
Aires, although there are a dozen 
other foreign banks in the same 
section, the heart of the financial] 
district. 

The explosions, attributed to 
Sacco-Vanzetti sympathizers, came 
in the midst of preparation for the 
Christmas holidays, just a few 
minutes before the close of work 
on the regular Saturday half-holi- 
day, 

The injured were taken to a hos- 
pital, where it was reported three 
were scriously injured and 16 
others, including Thomas F. Little, 
Inanager of sthe National City 
Bank, were less seriously injured. 
Among those hurt were four 
women. 

Americans Among Injured. 
Other Americans injured were 
William Ruisler, Miss Ethel Buck, 
Miss Flora Small, Mrs. Cora Cot- 
orell, Henry Samford and C. W. 
Wisley, Among the other for- 
eigners injured were Miss Emeline 
Beams, British, and Joaquin Oliva, 
Filipino. None of these was seri- 
ously injured except Oliva. 
Charles E. Mitchell, president of 
bank’s New York branch, 
cabled Little directing that nothing 
be left undone in the care of the 
injured. 

Police Relaxed Vigilance. 

Police have maintained vigilance 
over American buildings in Buenos 
Aires ever since agitation began 
in connection with the Sacco-Van- 
zetti case, the vigilance being par- 
ticularly strict after the American 
Embassy was bombed last year. 
This vigilance, however, of late was 
diminished somewhat, since it was 
thought that the feeling had died 
away. 

Among many theories offered 
was a suggestion that the perpe- 
trators got past the guards still 
on duty by carrying the bombs dis- 
guised as Christmas packages. Un- 
til the last few days all packages 
had been examined by the guards. 
Approximately 600 persons Were 
inside the National City Bank, near 
elevators and telephone booths in 
the rear of the handsome four- 
story concrete building, when the 
explosion occurred. 

Shock Rocks Building. 

The concussion rocked the struc- 
ture, shattered window panes and 
other glass work, tore open che 
walls and doubled up the iron shut- 
ters on the front door of the bank, 
approximately 60 feet away. A 
stampede for the doors resulted. 
Firemen quickly established a ce- 
lief station two blocks away and 
all available police were rushed to 
the scene. 

In addition to the damage done 
the bank itself, all the windows of 
adjoining houses were shattered. 

The National City Bank Building 
in Buenos Aires is a four-story con- 
crete structure. The bank’s head- 
quarters is on the ground floor and 
the upper stories are occupied by 
business offices. It is on the Calle 
San Martin in the heart of the fi- 
nancial district. 


Branch of Boston Bank Also Dam- 
aged by Bomb.

BOSTON, Dec, 24.—The First 
National Bank of Boston was nott- 
fied by cable today that a bomb 
had been exploded in the banking 
room of its Buenos Aires branch 
this forenoon.

the jail to spend Christmas eve as 
guests of the Pendleton officers. 

Detectives were not certall. 
whether Hickman’'s hysteria was 
due to collapse or whether it was 
feigned. One of his guards re- 
called that early today in discuss- 
ing the coming of the Los Angeles 
officials, he asked how one would 
have to act in order to appear in- 
sane. He asked: “Do you just 
have to talk a little off, or do you 
rave around?” 

Hickman has been under severe 
nervous strain and it was believed 
possible that he collapsed from 
sheer physical and mental »x- 
haustion. His nerve has been a 
cause of wonder to’those who have 
been watching him closely. 

While the exclamation of a de- 
tective regarding a “‘message from 
Marian,”’ may have had in effect, 
it was recalled that Hickman had 
calmly looked at a picture of the 
girl in a newspaper while in jail 
here and remarked that. it was not 
a good likeness of her. 

Feigning, Doctor Says. 
Dr. C. O. Walincott, city physi- 


cian, examined Hickman after his 


outburst and reported he was in 
normal condition. Dr. Waincott 


said the prisoner's pulse, heart and 
t€mperature, were normal and ex- 
pressed the opinion that Hickman 


had feigned hysteria. 

Before the officers from Los An- 
geles Hickman gave his version of 
facts which police of the California 
City believed indicated that Marion 
Parker was killed in Hickman’s 
apartment before her body was re- 
turned to her father last Saturday 
night. 

A report that there were 10 bars 
of soap in his rooms was account- 
ed for by Hickman by saying that 
he had ons bar about half used, 
which he had been using daily, and 
that he had several bars which he 
had picked up at hotels on his re- 
cent travels. He said he had one 
can of cleaning powder. not two, as 
Los Angeles reports stated. He 
used this, he said, in cleaning the 
bath tub. 

There were no blood stains in 
his apartment, he said, although 
there might have been some spots 
of blood on a towel from cuts 
while shaving. 

Denies He Made Mittens. 

He denied that there was a pair 
of homemade mittens in the place. 
He said that while in Kansas City 
he had made a holster for his re- 
volver from a_ sigeve of a shirt; 
and he’ declared he had made a 
casing of oi] cloth for his gun. 
These, he believed, were what has 
been considered by the police as 
homemade mittens. 

“It was some time after I left 
before the police made their search 
of the place, and I am not respon- 
sible for what might have been 
put there after I left,” he said. 

City Attorney C. Z. Randel] an- 
nounced that the City authorities 
had decided Hickman would not 
be released to the Los Angeles of- 
ficers until they produced the ex- 
tradition papers. Los Angeles of- 
ficers announced before leaving 
Portland that a statement would be 
obtained from Hickman immedi- 
ately after their arrival. 

Plans to Escape Hanging. 

Thoughts of Hickman turned to- 
day to means of escaping the death 
penalty as the hour approached 
for his return to California. 

He continued to insist that he 
was not guilty of the actual] killing 
of the child or the dismemberment 
of her body. He suggested that, 
when he faces trial in Los Angeles, 
he might be able to conduct his 
own defense in court, as did George 
Remus. 

“Any good attorney won't want 
to defend me, since the public 
feels the way it does,” the 19- 
year-old prisoner said as he sat on 
the cot in his cell. “And if the 
court gets me a lawyer, he prob- 
ably won't be any good. They'll 
have to give me a jury trial, 
won't they? 

“Well, I'd just like to get up be- 
fore a jury and tell them the whole 
Story. And I think they would un- 
derstand—just HMke I think Mr. 
Parker would understand if I 
could talk to him face to face. 

Wants to Talk With Parker. 

“There is nothing more in the 
world that I would liké to do more 
than talk to Mr. Parker. “If he 
would forgive me—as I think he 
would—I think the public would 
not feel against me as they do.” 

Hickman said he holds pessimis- 
tic views on the question of a fair 
trial from the public that “like a 
criminal is out for my blood.” H 
had no complaint against the loca] 
police who captured him, he re- 
marked, but as for the police in 
the larger cities—that fs entirely 
another matter. They, he says 
“are corrupted with graft.” .And 
the public, Hickman says,

To another prisoner in the city 
jail here, where he has been held 
since his capture Thursday, Hick-

Says Worst Is to Come. 

“I’ve got the worst of it ahead 
of me,” the prisoner said as he 
contemplated his return to Los 
Angeles. “They are trying to hang 
me before they get me, They won’t 
give me a chance to tell my story 
and get cleared. I’m away up here 
and I haven't got a friend. They’re 
right down there where they can 
have everything fixed up by the 
time I get back.

Knows Little of Cramer. 

“I don’t know much about him,” 
he said. “I only associated with 
him in crimes. He used to go on

He took pride in declaring that 
he had not dissipated. 

“I always try to be decent,” he 
asserted. “I never take a drink

bureau immediately started an ex- 
amination of its files for prinis. 

The finding of a pair of brown 
stockings and underwear thought 
to have been worn by the bank- 
er’s daughter when she was kid- 
naped from the Mount Vernon 
School, gave police hope for a 
time that another of the myster- 
ies of the case had been solved. 
The slain girl's stockings, shoes 
and under clothin; were not with 
other garments when her mutilated 
body was given to the father in 
return for $1500 ransom Dec. 17. 
Nor did the missing clothing come 
to light when portions of the 
child’s body were found in paper. 
wrapped bundles in Elysian Park 
the next day. The garments found 
today were wrapped in a newspa- 
per dated Dec. 17.

“YELLOW § STREAK” CAN 
Ay BE OVERCOME, SAYS 
| ILLINOIS OFFICIAL 


URBANA, IIL, Dec. 24.—A study 
“yellow streaks” as found in 
college competition has just been 
completed by Coleman R. Griffith, 
head of the athletic research de- 
partment of the University of Tlli- 
nois. His conclusion is that “yel- 
lowness” is rarely inherited, and 
that it may be overcome by prop- 
er and patient treatment. 

“A few men are cowardly by na- 
ture,” he said, “but most men grow 
cowardly or unaggressive because 
their youth furnished them no op- 
portunity to learn aggressiveness. 
The mere fact that ‘yellow streaks’ 
are acquired places a tremendous 
responsibility upon the coach. 

“The ‘yellow streak’ may be got- 
ten rid of only by a patient ap- 
| pitbation of oneself to hard tasks. 
This application must continue un- 
til habits of taking the initiative 
and being aggressive are fully es- 
tablished.”

HEY found Mrs.

four states for the wife of the Rever- 

end Dascomb E. Forbush; who had dis- 

uppeared from a vaudeville theater in 
Washington one evening, was over. 

Now she is in a santarium in Balti- 
more, where the nerve specialists are 
trying to free her from the inferiority 
complex which led her away from her 
husband and children on two separate 
occasions, in an uncontrollable desire 
for solitude. Physicians say it may 
take a year, possibly more, before 
Mrs. Forbush is entirely free from the 
specter which grips her mind at inter- 
vals, but that eventually she will re- 
cover. . 

They say, moreover, that her run- 
away into the New England woods, and 
her life in the open for nearly four 
weeks, jnstead of harming her may 
aid her recovery. 

Although she had little to eat dur- 
ing her days in the woods, the cold 
nights and fresh air rebuilt her frail 
constitution in a most remarkable 
way, and her husband declared, after 
she had been found, that she had never 
before been in such excellent condition 
physically. 

The Reverend Forbush and his wife 
arrived in Washington about the mid- 
die of October, on their way south 
from Canandaigua, New York, where 
he is pastor of the First Congrega- 
tional Church, stopping off several 
days in the national capital to see 
Dr. Jansen Noble Pierce, pastor to 
President Coolidge, who was a class- 
mate of Forbush in theological school. 

The journey south, in fact, was for 
Mrs. Forbush's health, the wife having 
suffered a partial nervous collapse in 
September. 


RS. FORBUSH'S ailment—the 
[) interiors complex and the 


overwhelming fear of the world 


and desire to get away from it—dates 
back to the days of the World War and 
the disastrous influenza epidemic. She 
was stricken with the disease at that 
time and for a number of weeks hov- 
ered between life and death. She 
finally recovered, but her tortured 
nerves never quite threw off the 
shock. Her husband, a number of 
times, sought to send her to a sani- 
tarilum where she could be properly 
treated, but an inherent dread of hos- 
pitals on her part caused him to aban- 
don the idea.

She failed to return to her home 
that evening for supper, and as the 
night wore on her husband became 
anxious and, gathering a party of his 
deacons, began a search for her.

Arrangements were 
made for the trip, and they stopped in 
Washington on the first night of their 
journey. 


EXT day Forbush called on

When the lights for the intermission 
came on, Mrs. Forbush told her hus- 
band she felt ill, and went to the rest 
room, bidding him wait in his seat for 
her. The intermission was over, an 
act and a half had passed, still she did 
not return. Sensing some trouble, he 
went to the theater office and a search 
was started. But Mrs. Forbush had 
disappeared as though whisked out of 
being by some magician. 

The Reverend Forbush, being un- 
able to find his wife at the theater, 
returned to his hotel, hoping to find 
that she had made her way back there, 
but there was no sign of her. He wait- 
ed half through the night, praying al- 
ways for the knob of the door to turn 
and for his wife to come in, but it 
never happened. With the arrival of 
dawn he hurried to police headquar- 


ters, reported the 
case, and a search 
was immediately 
started through- 
out the city. 

All Washing- 
ton, it seemed, 
turned out to help 
him. Mrs. For- 
bush had spoken, 
several times, of 
visiting the tomb 
of the unknown 
soldier at Arling- 
ton National Cem- 
etery, and a large 
searching party 
was formed to 
scour the Virginia woods in that vi- 
cinity. One of the guards de 
clared that he had seen a young 
woman answering to the _ descrip- 
tion of Mrs. Forbush, but had not 
paid particular attention to her and 
was unable, therefore, to give any real 
assistance. , 

Almost hourly information would 
come to police headquarters that Mrs. 
Forbush had been seen at such and 
such a place, usually in the woods near 
Silver Springs, Maryland, a little town 
on the District of Columbia line. For 
days the«Reverend Forbueh and his 
fellow searchers ransacked the forests 
in the neighborhood of the city, but 
without success. 

After satisfying himself that she was 
nowhere around Washington, Reverend 
Forbush made his way back to Canan- 
daigua, thinking that she might have 
wandered to their home, or possibly to 
the little patch of woodlands where 
she had been found before. 

His Joyal parishioners rushed to his 
aid, and a party of more than 200 men, 
women and children spent three days 
in covering the district for miles 
around the little New York town. But 
still the whereabouts of the woman re- 
mained a mystery. 


HE Reverend Forbush was dis-
